The Chinese Minister In London 
Says LI Hung Chang Has 
Not Left. 



No Very Late News Has Been 
Received From Pekln 
Yet. 



Kang Yu Wei Is Reported Ac- 
tively Preparing For a 
Rebellion. 



London, Aug. 30.— (3:30 a.m.)— Amid 
the growing difficulties of the Chinese em- 
broglio, Mr. Broderlck's emphatic declar- 
ation at Thorneombe last evening proven 
that the British government does not see 
any cause to depart from the line uf pol 
icy originally decided upon, namely, to 
taking no responsibility for the adminis- 
tration of China. 

Mr. Broderick said he hoped it would 
not be supposed tlint the government was 
pusilunimous In this respect. Its ob- 
ject was to maintain British interests. It 
wiiK quite ready to take its share of thu

"Here," the Morning Post observes, "is 
where the difficulty of selecting a policy 
comes in. We cannot decamp and leave 
the powers to settle the matter between 
them." 

Sir Chili Chen Loh Feng Lui, the Chi 
nese minister in Loudon, asserts that he 
is in constant communication with Li 
Hung Chung, who is still in Shanghai. 

Despatches this morning bring no later 
Pekin news. A Shanghai telegram says 
that Li Hung Cluing has sent a memori- 
al begging the Empress Dowager to ap- 
point Prince Ohihg Yung Lu und the 
Yung Tse viceroys us joint peace-mak- 
ers with himself. 

There are conflicting minors of a great 
buttle in which 1,500 Boxers and Prince- 
Tuan were killed. 

The Reform party, under Kang Yu 
Wei, is said to be actively preparing for 
rebellion. 

Gen. Crengh, in the presence of Vice- 
Admiral Seymour, reviewed 3,000 troops 
of all nations at Shanghai on Wednesday. 

The Tnku correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph, wiring August 20, says thut 
the country around Tnku and Pekin is 
devastated by the peasantry, The Box- 
ers, who were moving north from Sen 
Tung, are now returning to their homes. 

Belated despatches and the stories of 
refugees arriving at Chee Foo continue to 
describe the terrible conditions in Pekin. 
One of the worst incidents is the shock- 
ing desecration of the foreign cemetery, 
outside the west wall. The details are 
too revolting to be described. 

Hundreds of bodies of Chinese were 
found In the streets of Pekin, supposed 
to bo those of traitors to the cause of 
the Boxers. 

The Shanghai correspondent of the 
Times .says a native telegram from Palo 
Tuing Fu announces the arrival of thu 
court last Sunday at To Yuen Fu. 

Communication between Pekin and 
Tien Tsin is Interrupted, probably be- 
cause bands of Boxers made the road un- 
safe for couriers. Tho country north of 
Yung Tun is said to be Hooded. 

A German tirm is negotiating with 
Chang Chi Tung, the Wii Chang viceroy, 
to lend him one million tuels on the se- 
curity of certain vice-regal industrial un- 
dertakings. 

A correspondent at New Chwang says 
that the Russians at Hai Cheng are 
awaiting reinforcements, whose advance 
is delayed by the impassible condition of 
the roads to Laio Wang and Mukden. 
Meanwhile the native population of the 
district is being treated with the utmost 
severity. Eye-witnesses report indis- 
criminate slaughter of non-combatants 
and the reduction of the country in the 
vicinity of Port Arthur to a state of ut- 
ter desolation. 

London, Aug. 20.— Mr. William St. 
.John Broderick, under-secretary of state 
for foreign affairs, speaking this even- 
ing at Thorcoinbe, says the situation in 
China Wtta considerably involved because 
there was no Chinese government with 
which to negotiate. 

"Great Britain," continued the Under 
Secretary, "while prepared to support 
the royal viceroys of south China who 
have stood aloof from this insurrection, 
and while prepared also to preserve Brit- 
ish trade with China, will claim some 
penalty or indemnity for the damage 
wrought. 

"Nevertheless, we cannot undertake to 
govern China ourselves or with the as- 
sistance of other powers." 

Berlin, Aug. 20— The Frankfort Zei- 
tung has received a despatch from Shang- 
hai, .saying a plot has been discovered to 
burn the whole city. It is added that 
Europeans consider the streets unsafe 
after nightfall, and the general situation 
is described as critical. 

The German naval commander nt 
Tnku telegraphs that, according to the 
returns asked for by the senior admiral 
of the allied fleets, the following troops 
have been landed up to August 18 
British, ISO officers and 5,942 men 
American, 155 olllcers and 4,470 men 
French, 115 officers and 2,903 men 
Italian, 13 officers and 077 men: Japan 
esc, 573 officers and 10,508 men; Russian, 
275 olllcers and 11,500 men. A cable de 
spatch from Chee Foo announces that a 
telegraph cable between Chee Foo. and 
Shanghai will be ready for traffic Sep- 
tember 7. Tho commander of the Ger- 
man gunboat Jagnlur reports that com- 
munication with Pekin is still exposed to 
interruption. 

Washington, Aug. 20.— There 
doubt that Gen. Chaffee will be appoint- 
ed brigadier-general in the regular army 
upon the retirement next week of Gen. 
Joseph Wheeler. It is stated at the 
war department that the distinguished 
services which Gen. Chaffee has render 
ed in China entitles him to this consid- 
eration. 

The latest phase of the diplomatic tan 
gle involving the powers interested in 
China, is the form of Li Hung Chang's 
credentials. The point of attack by the 



powers who are opposing the recognition 
ot Li Hung Chang as a plenipotentiary 
is now the authority of the titulur Chi- 
nese government to issue any credential 
worthy of recognition. In other words, 
admitting that Li's credentials were pro- 
perly issued by the Emperor, the conten- 
tion is that the monarch cannot by him- 
self or through his agent cuter into any 
engagement or give any guarantee which 
the Chinese people as a whole will ac- 
cept as binding. This subject Is receiv- 
ing careful attention by the secretary of 
state. Meanwhile Minister Wu and the 
state department are In ignorance as to 
the whereabouts of Li Hung Chang, and 
from the fact that nothing has been 
heard from him for four days at least, it 
is conjectured that he may have left 
Shanghai by sea and that he will next 
appear in Tnku and demand access to 
Pekin. 

A special meeting of the cabinet, last- 
ing all day and broken only by a short 
recess for luncheon, marked the intense 
interest the administration feels in the 
Chinese problem. It ivos the longest 
cabinet session of the present adminis- 
tration. 

It is understood that the cabinet to. 
day completed preparations for a plan 
for clearing away much of the uncer- 
tainty that now exists as to the future 
in China, and outlined its views In 
writing. The fact that the military 
situation is admitted to be of secondary 
importance confirms the view, though no 
cabinet officer would vouchsafe Infor- 
mation on this point, that what is 
sought is an agreement among the pow- 
ers for terminating the indefinite status 
of affairs in China. 

It was the general understanding that 
the outcome of to-day's cabinet meeting 
would be the adoption of n policy by -^he 
administration that would tend to 
simplify these issues, and at least to 
bring to a focus the varying aspirations 
of the powers. If this cannot be done, 
then the question to be determined is 
whether or not the United States shall 
proceed further hand in hand with the 
allied forces. 

The suggestion that a conference be 
held by the nations represented in China 
is again revived us an accompaniment 
. '| for this purpose, ana it is pointed out 
'" that with Special Commissioner Uoekliill 
just about arriving on Chinese soil, with 
Yon Schwratzenstein, the German suc- 
cessor to Baron von Ketteler, already in 
China; with the ministers resident at 
Pekin. and with the high military and 
naval officers in the Pei Ho valley, the 
material is already at hand for the 
gathering of a conference fully equipped 
to deal with even this complex and diffi- 
cult problem.

Berlin, Aug. 29.— The delegation of 
German subjects who recently arrived 
here from the Transvaal to lodge com- 
plaint with the German foreign office re- 
garding the treatment of Germans there 
by the British, has already been received 
by the foreign ofllce, which is investigat- 
ing the grounds of the complaint and will 
bring the matter to the attention of 
Great Britain.

Lima, Peru. Aug. 20.— Late last night 
events occurred which completely upset 
the coalition ministry.

At Pilot Mound, the north end of tho 
town was swept by the wind, and tho 
agricultural hull, O. Webster's stable, 
Gibb <& Morton's workshop were 
laid in ruins. A stock car wits carried 
several feet and turned over into the- 
ditch. Frank Publow's fine new brick 
residence, just outside the town,- was- 
wrceked, and the roof carried half a mile. 

At Moosomin, A. Stcinburg, farmer, 
hnd his large barn blown down; Sutton's 
barn aud house were destroyed, and 
Moruii lost his stables and outbuildings.

tlon of development, nnd large tracts of 
the richest placer mining ground of the Yu- 
kon territory has been handed over In con- 
cessions, ami the said concessions include 
and take In valuable fractions which have 
been denied to the - prospector and have 
been handed over to the concessionaries for 
the small sum of ?150 per mile, so that at 
the present time prospecting nud new dis- 
coveries have practically ceased. 

13. These public acts were not the only 
ones from which the people of the Yukon 
territory have suffered. The Office Of the 
gold commissioner for long periods was 
practically luurceslble to the free miners of 
the Yukon territory and prompt transaction 
of business was only secured by Influence 
with ;he clerks of that ofdoe; and when 
the public or Interested parties knew of the

1. That on the 13th day of February, 
V.m, the undersigned yere duly appoint- 
ed a committee of the citizens of the Yu- 
kon territory to petition for ami secure 
representation or the said citizens on the 
Yukon council and In the house of com- 
mous of Canada. 

2. At two large subsequent mans meet- 
ings of the sold citizens, your petitioners 
were commended for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties, and at a mass meet- 
ing held on the nth day of May, 1000, 
which was the largest Indoor mass meet- 
ing over held in the Yukon territory, 
your petitioners were requested and au- 
thorized to represent the citizens of the 
Yukon territory on all questions arising be- 
tween the date of said mass meeting nnd 
the election of the duly qualified representa- 
tives of the citizens. Up to the present time 
the Yukon territory has not had the boon of 
responsible government, hut has been gov- 
erned by appointed officials and not by rep- 
resentatives chosen by themselves.

( 4. Tho famous discoveries of gold in the 
Yukon region, and particularly in the Daw- 
son district, were made In the autumn of 

the year ISOG, and became widely tnown 

during the year 189V, and in that year and 

in the following year there was a large In- 
flux of people to the Yukon territory, of 

about 30,000 or more souls, and a population 

■of nbout 100,000 for the Yukon territory 

seemed assured. 
5. Upon hearing very much exaggerated 

accounts of the richness of the said famous 

■discoveries, the privy council of Canada 

■adopted a most burdensome tax known as 

royalty, which was ilrst placed at 20 per 

cent, of the gross output and later on was 

reduced to 10 per cent. This taxation had 

the effect or being practically a tax upon 

labor and a fine for developing the resour- 
ces of the Yukon territory, and has had the 

effect of shutting off tile development of nil 

save tho richest placer mining claims of 

the Yukon territory, or has forced them to 

l>e operated at a loss. Along with this bur- 

fJcnsome taxation came a system of Imposts 

and restrictions upon the various Industries 

and commerce of this territory that greatly 
• added to the burdens of tile citizens and 

retarded the development of the territory, 

and ihe mining regulations adopted in the 

years 1SII7 nnd 1808 were evidently made 

-without proper knowledge of the conditions 

existing In the Yukon territory. 
0.' A fee of $10 per annum was Imposed 

upon every Individual who attempted to 

explore, prospect or work for the hidden 

Tlches of this territory, nnd If successful In 

the search therefor, a further fee of $15 

was charged for recording or renewing each 

claim in the Yukon territory. 

7. Under the guise of prohibition regula- 
tions, there was Instituted a system of 
liquor permits and prohibition of local 
manufacture that had the effect of shutting 
down all legitimate bTeworles In the Yukon 
territory, and at tho present time there are 
two well equipped breweries In Dawson 
shut down, while hundreds of thousands of 
dollars' worth of American beer Is for sale 
Jill over the Yukon territory. Thus mak- 
ing this country, as far as the manufacture 
of beer Is concerned, solely under the con- 
trol and monopoly of the beer manufac- 
turers of the "United States of America, 
while liquor permits were not at any time 
and are not at this date Issued to the par- 
ties who pay licenses to sel) liquor, but to 
speculators who seem to Lave the power of 
obtaining permits, which are denied legi- 
timate dealers of this territory. These 
speculators sell their permits granted liy 
the government nt largely Increased Tates, 
and supply the territory with liquors nt 
enormous profit to themselves nnd nt great 
cost to the people of the territory. 

8. Tho burdensome Imposts of the mining 
regulations alone would bave seriously re- 
tarded the development of that Industry, 
and the prosperity of the Yukon territory, 
but their bad effect was augmented by the 
other facts set out berein, coupled with 
such nn apparent Indifference on the part 
of the parliament of Canada to Inform them- 
selves of the needs of this territory, aiid 
remedy the same, as lias never been paral- 
leled In Canada, or, In fact, In any British 
colony. 

0. On the 25th day of November, 1S97, 
Ihe then gold commissioner, contrary to the 
mining regulations then In force nnd in a 
direct breach of faith with the miners who 
were then exploring and prospecting Do- 
minion creek, closed the said creek against 
location, and In 180S the gold commissioner, 
together with the then commissioner of the 
Yukon ten-itory, closed the hillsides and 
benches along said Dominion creek against 
locations by the free miners of the Yukon 
territory, and this closure was enforced by 
the authorities until the 11th day of .inly, 
A. D„ 1808. 

10. On the 30th day of March. 1800, con- 
trary to tlie regulations made by order In 
council, all benches and hillsides on Bo- 
nanza and Eldorado creeks were closed 
against locutions by free miners, and said 
action was, on the 5th day of September, 
1S0O, confirmed by the privy council of Can- 
ada, and said districts have never been re- 
opened for the location of p : .acer mining 
claims. 

11. During the time when these closures 
were being made and enforced on the va- 
rious creeks, hillside and bench claims, In 
the gobl mining region of the Yukon terri- 
tory large parts of the said closed portions 
ami' other parts of the Yukon territory 
were granted by the government nt Ot- 
tawa us hydraulic concessions, nnd certain 
fractions have been granted In compensa- 
tion for alleged grievances; which alleged 
grievances ought never to have been in ex- 
istence. 

12. - aus, while tho creeks were closed to 
the ordinary and necessary prospector as 
j!hove set forth. In tile autumn of 1800 the 
relocation of abandoned claims was entirely 
done awnv with In the Yukon territory. 
The population was driven from the Yukon 
territory by what was a practical prohlbl-

kon territory, while his fellow conspirut 
are at present Incarcerated in the common 
jail of the Yukon territory. 

14. During the year 1808 the grievances 
and oppression of the people of the terri- 
tory became so great that It drove the 
population of the territory Into snch a 
state that rebellion was only prevented by 
the energetic persuasions on the part of 
the loyal British subjects residing in the 
Yukon territory, who pledged their words 
that these wrongs would be righted when

Canada, such as by conventions tnd treaties 
aud prefcreutlal rates, and various govern, 
ments of Canada have sought for the last 
thirty years, without avail, as the popula- 
tion ..f this territory would have been 
wholly dependent for foodstuffs, clothing,

This territory Is therefore by al' 
means the uiost over-taxed, and In propor- 
tion to Its population tin- greatest revenue 
producing part of the British Empire, with 
the least material benefit to the citizens 
paying said taxes. 

20. Though In the fourth year of Its ex- 
istence nnd while paying the heavy taxes 
above set forth, this territory has no pro- 
per roads, and transportation to the various 
creeks, except in the winter time, is ex- 
tremely difficult. The bridges across our 
rivers are toll bridges, and the roads are 
almost wholly neglected, as may be observ- 
ed by Your Excellency, and such roads as 
we have are of the most recent construc- 
tion. 

2L On account of the ubove facts nnd 
uncertain mining regulations nnd the nnt- 
ural difficulties attendant upon opening up 
this country, much litigation ensued. But 
until quite recently only oue Ji.u ftt - was pro- 
vided for the Ynkon territory, while the 
court of appeal was In another province, 
and the law's delays resulted In a practical 
denial of Justice to litigants. 

22. This territory nnd the whole of Can- 
ada has also suffered on account of having 
no free British port of entry, which would 
enable the citizens of the territory to bring 
tlielr goods and supplies from other portions 
of Canada without being put to the expense 
Inconvenience nud delays necessary to erofs 
the strip of territory In Southeastern Alas- 
ka, which has given such a great commer- 
cial advantage to the merchants of Un- 
united States of America, which should 
have accrued ^lo the benefit of Canadian 
trade and Canadian merchants. 

23. It was with tliese facts In mind and 
in order to secure redress for the various 
grievances under which the territory has 
suffered that this committee, your petition- 
ers, were appointed and have labored. 

Wherefore, your petitioners pray that 
Your Excellency will take means to bring 
before your advisers and the parliament 
of Canada: 

First— The necessity for Immediate doing 
away with or at least greatly reducing the 
present royalty tax on gold mined in tho 
Yul'on territory. 

Second— The necessity of repairing roads 
and bridges and affording free means of 
communication within the Yukon territory. 

Third— The necessity for opening for lo- 
cation to free miners nil parts of the Yu- 
kon territory owned by the government 
which are fit for placer mining. 

Fourth— The necessity for reducing the 
present fees for free miners' certificates and 
for recording and renewing placer mining 
claims. 

Fifth— The necessity for altering the hy- 
draulic mining regulations so as to secure 
for the free miner the right to locate, re- 
cord and work any ground which is fit for 
placer mining, whether covered by a con- 
cession or not. 

Sixth.— The adoption and enforcement of 
such mining regulations ns will encourage 
to the utmost the prospector first, the miner 
second, nnd tho Investor third, nnd throw- 
open the country for the fullest and freest 
development. 

Seventh.— The necessity of granting rep- 
resentation of the people of the Yukon of 
lit least two members In the house of com- 
mons of Canada. 

Eighth— A legislative council wholly elect- 
ed by the citizens of the Yukon territory. 
Ninth— The necessity of putting the liquor 



OI'EUATINtl WITH BUJ.LEK. 

Experiences of Two' Victoria ^lenibere of 
Stratheonu's Horse. 

Mrs. Fruser, of IOsquimalt, has receiv- 
ed interesting Jotters from her two sons, 
members of Stratheonu's Horse. The let- 
ters are as follows: 

liruylingstiul, July 12. — We arc nbout 
8(1 miles from Pretoria, untl don't know 
when we move on. They nay the Boers 
will make one more stand before tliey 
stop. We have seen a little lighting;, 
the other day 45 of us -were sent to the 
top of a kopje. There were Elliot, of 
IhincntiK; Humphrey, of the N.W.M.P.; 
Hurry ami myself. When we got to 
the top we heard the rent of our men 
shooting, so we put bade to where the 
firing was going on, and went straight 
across the tiring line. 1 tell you the 
bullets whistled around us. We stopped 
our horses to see where they were shoot- 
hit from, but could not see them any- 
where. So we all returned to camp. I 
:i ill now on the too Of a kopje watching 
for the Boor*, while some men are put- 
ting in a bridge that was blown up. I 
think we will lie here till 5 o'clock. Harry 
is uot with me to-day, as his horse is 
lame, so he hud to stop in camp. 1 unT 
riding the sergeant-mnjor'a horse to-day. 
My horse died the third day out. I 
think we will got remounts to-morrow. 
1 hope so, as the horse I am riding is 
so small niid nil bones. 

duly 13.— This morning we got up ut 
ft o'clook and had to go with some big 
guns down to another outfit, and got 
there just its they were pulling out. They 
had not got away from camp when they 
were tired at, but no oao was hit. They 
have just come to warn me for guard, 
so I won't be able tiT write much more. 
A prisoner bus just been taken up to th 
colonel. They will lot him go and giv 
him n pass. Just like them. They catch 
:i Boer, take his gun and turn him loose, 
just to get another, lie down behind some 
rocks, ami shoot some more of us. 

W. D. Fit AS Bit. 
fJreylingstnd, July 13.— Tho first night 
after leaving ■Standcrton we camped at 
the -foot of Miijulm Hill, anil on the lirst 
of July had our first scrap, at least the 
left Hank had. One man was killed 
— Jenkins, of Edmonton. On the run 
there was another light. We were not 
in it, but saw it all from one of the hills. 
Six of them were taken prisoners and 
four hoises killed. Most of the fighting 
now is done witli the big guns, as the 
Boers won't .stand. The first time I was 
under fire, live of lis were out scouting 
saw some men climbing a hill and start- 
ed to go for iuCzri. Tho sergeant-major 
said it was not safe. We were standing 
looking at some of our fellows on an 
other hill. All of a sudden a bullet came 
whistling past us. You may be euro 
not the only one. 1 never laughed eo 
much in my life to see the other fellows, 
lis well ns myself, ducking our heads nud 
making for cover. I am sure the nearest 
bullet was three yards off. The first hit 
the ground just under my horse. They 
say the Boers are good shots. What I 
li.-ive seen of t Iicm, they are anything but 
Unit. One of our nigger scouts was 
shot. The Boers bring in rilles every 
day. sometimes whole cartloads at a time, 
and go back to their fni-ins. 

Gen. Buller was in camp the other 
day. His men say the war will be over 
the end of next month. They will have 
to end up pretty soon, its they have no 
way of getting in their grub. 'Hie brutes 
blew up a bridge behind us. It was only 
three miles from camp, so didn't matter 
much, ns tho train brings the stuff as 
far as that and the wagons go and get 
it. It will be fixed up in a day or two, 
and then the whole line will bo open 
again. Our remounts, flint the other 50 
fellows brought, were sent to Roberts 
instead of ns. They say it was a 
mistake. I think done on purpose. 

Victor Spencer got a lot of Victoria 
papers, which of course went the round 
of the camp. Wo got a lot of war news 
from them. We don't get a bit here at 
the front, and don't even know where 
Bols'rts is— we think at Pretoria, Buller 
we are with, so know what is going on 
with him. He is very seldom with his 
army, but going on from one camp to 
another. It seems wonderful what he 
has done; seeing the country he had to 
fight over, especially at Colenso. A per- 
son couldn't realize what tho country is 
like unless he had been there. It looks 
like one mass of brokon-up rock. 

Yesterday we Tiad to go as escort as 
far as tho train with some women and 
children, and bring hack -some grub. 
You have no idea how pretty some of the 
Dutch girls are. This morning wo went 
with some guns down to Gen. dory's 
camp, and got back early, so this is the 
first time I have been in camp before 
dark for I don't, know how long. Grey- 
lingslad. where 1 wo are camped, consists 
of two little shops, one hotel and a bar; 
nothing else in sight except a concen- 
trator at some mines owned by an Eng- 
lish syndicate, which, of course, the 
Boers destroyed as much us they could.

THE WAR. 

Bui lor lias occupied Maeuadodorp, and 
the effect of this will be to compel the 
enemy to abandon the line of railway 
As we suggested would be the case two 
days ago, Bothn did not show much 
staying power when hard pressed. The 
enemy has struck out in the direction 
of Lydcnburg, and for some distance 
the country to be. traversed is very 
rough. When this has been passed, the 
route lies over a high level table land 
for some distance, and then the country 
gets very rough again. Trench has ad- 
vanced eastward of the Lydeuburg road, 
and will doubtless clear the Boers out of 
the whole country as far east as the 
Portuguese frontier, if he is not ordered 
to follow them northward. Helvetia, 
where. Dimdonald halted in his pursuit, 
is about 15 miles from Mnehadodorp. 



THE CHINESE CRISIS. 

The settlement of the Chinese Olll- 
broglio is uot yet in sight, no matter how 
optimistic some of the diplomatists may 
be. We are inclined to doubt if the real 
views of any of the governments con- 
■corued are reflected by the press, and 
for the reason that it is impossible that 
a conclusion can have been reached by 
any of them. Sufficient 1ms already 
transpired to show that a great diverg- 
ence of opinion exists. One of the Rus- 
sian semi-official papers throws out what 
i« doubtless meant a* a feeler. It inti- 
mates that the revengeful policy attrib- 
uted to the German Emperor is not 
practicable, and that the proper way to 
deal with the question is as the Czar's 
government is dealing with it in Man- 
churia. But this simply means the par- 
tition of the country, and the powers are 
by no means in accord on that subject. 
Russia is the only European nation that 
•can desire territorial aggrandizement in 
China, the reason being that her domin- 
ions are coterminous with those of that 
empire for many hundreds of miles. 
France would probably not be averse to 
adding a slice off the southern portion 
of China to her possessions in Tonquin, 
but there cannot be much eagerness in 
Paris for such a result, for her experi- 
ence gained ill the Par East is rather 
antagonistic to any more experiments 
along the same line. Great Britain 
most assuredly does not desire to add to 
her responsibilities by acquiring any ter- 
ritory at the expense of China. The 
ambitions of the Kaiser may prompt him 
to desire to add some Oriental prov- 
inces to Germany , but nt the bottom he 
is a man of sound common sense and 
is not likely to permit himself to be led 
away by any chimerical views on that 
subject. Italy is not in n position to 
undertake the government of any terri- 
tory so far away. Austria need not be 
taken into consideration at ail. There 
remain, of the powers deeply interested 
In the solution of the Oriental question, 
the United Stales and Japan. The 
former lias all the territorial problems on 
hand that she will care to grapple with 
for years to como.i and her voice will 
Undoubtedly be raised against the parti- 
tion of the country. When we come to 
Japan we have new conditions to deal 
with. Japan regards herself to a cer- 
tain extent as entitled to the reversion of 
. China. Her public men believe that 
she only is equal to the solution of the 
problems presented by China. It must 
never be forgotten, in considering the 
issues presented by Eastern Asia, 
that Japan aims at being the paramount 
power in the Orient. This will be im- 
possible if Russia occupies Manchuria. 
Indeed, no prophetic vision is necessary 
to enable one to sec that with Manchuria 
Id the possession of Russia, Coreii would 
soon follow the same fate, and after 
that the independence of Japan would 
speedily become impossible. Hence we 



anticipate that any attempt that may 
be made by Russia to obtain a perma- 
nent footing In the provinces now being 
overrun by her soldiers will be met by 
the active resistance of Japan. In this 
event* it would be possible to arouse 
China as she has never lieen aroused 
before, and if the other powers stand 
back and allow Jnpun and China to try 
conclusions with Russia, we believe that 
the latter would come out very much 
the worse. This is the feature which 
we think is the most threatening in the 
Oriental situation. Any differences be- 
tween the other powers can be readily 
adjusted by compromise, but there can 
be no compromise between the ambition 
of Russia and that of Japan. These 
are the two great forces which will meet 
in a life and death struggle in the Orient, 
and we are inclined to the belief that, if 
We could get at the nottom of the whole 
business, it would be found that the 
troubles now centering at Pekin have 
their origin in this irrepressible conflict. 



AX EDUCATIONAL TRIP. 

There is no doubt that the trip which 
the members of the legislature have been 
able to take through the kindness of Mr 
Dunsmulr has been a great object Ics 
sun. Tt is safe to nay that not one of 
them, who never visited the coal mines 
of Vancouver Island, had anything likt 
n n adequate idea of the greatness of that 
industry. The amount of the capital in- 
vested, the number of the employees, tin 
courage and energy necessary to develor 
n coal mine, all were forcibly impressed 
upon the visitors. 

Nor was this all, for the great advan- 
tage of the Island from the standpoint 
of the lumberman and the fanner, were 
brought home in a manner that cannot 
fail to produce a lasting impression. The 
opportunity thus afforded to make the 
Island, Its resources and needs known to 
the legislature has been turned to good 
advantage, and must have an important 
influence in the future. 



TOO TRUSTING. 

A number of Cuban school teachers are 
lit present visiting the United States for 
the purpose of getting more in touch with 
the enlightened methods of the great 
country that now controls the dctdiui 
of the Pearl of the Antilles. While i 
the whole the visit will undoubtedly be a 
direct benefit to the teachers in the work 
of elevating education in their island, 
the following incident, related with ap- 
preciative gusto by the Philadelphia 
North American, must have caused them 
to be a little less trustful of some portions 
of tlie great ami good American peopl 
even in the Quaker State: 

The men in the second and third sc 
tionu were pretty well fagged out. Many 
of them jumped from the ears and eager- 
ly inquired if ice-cream could lie bought 
ilea,- by. Half a score of barefooted lads 
who were standing around volunteered 
the information that on the other tddo of 
the railroad embankment was a place of 
good renown, where excellent ice-cream 
might be purchased. 

"Give me a dime an' I'll grab off some 
for youse," offered one of the boys. The 
Cubans produced the dimes, quarters and 
half dollars and trustfully turned over 
the money to the lads. 

While the boys were yet in sight the 
train moved away. The Cubans clam- 
bered aboard and tin- boys executed a 
war dance, accompanied by derisive 
gestures, for the benefit of the ice-cream 
hungry teachers. 
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YELLOW JOURNALISM. 

While the Chinese are being liberally 
accused of artistic lying in regard to the 
troubles in their unhappy country, the 
falsehoods are by no means confined to 
one side. Not Ion,; .iv.it i horrible story 
of atrocities committed by the Russian 
soldiers at Tien Tsin was graphically set 
forth in an alleged interview at San 
Francisco with Mrs. Drew, wife of the 
chief secretary of Sir Robert Hart. This 
yarn was sent broadcast by wire 
throughout the continent, and no doubt 
to Europe as well. Now in a letter to 
the Russian ambassador in the United 
States, Mrs. Drew refutes emphatically 
the sentiments put in her mouth by the 

nterprising San Francisco reporter. She 

ays: 

"We have been living at Tien Tsin the 
past year, and I returned from there 
only last week. Our steamer was besieged 
wilh newspaper reporters upon our ar- 
rival at San Francisco, ami. although I 
was extremely careful in what 1 said t ■ > 
in, a great many strange tilings have 
been put into my mouth by some, dis- 
igrecable people. 

"The worst of all was an article which 
ittributed to me the most horrible story 
if the atrocities committed by the Rus- 
sian soldiers. I wish to deny these state- 
ments in full, and, as flic account lias 
been copied in many European papers, it 
has perhaps come to your notice. I feel 
that I at least must tell you how false it 
all is. In fact. I can. from my own ex- 
perience (luring those terrible days of the 
siege of Tien Tsin, sp.'nk only in the 
highest terms of praise of the Russi: 
soldiers, who undoubtedly saved our liv 
on more than one occasion."

One of the most brassy of present day 
political statements was the announcement 
by the Toronto Globe a week ago that Sir 
Charles Tupper no doubt Intended to give 
the Intercolonial railway to the Canadian 
Pacific. Tlie story was brassy, because, as 
a matter of fact, the only agency that has 
ever advocated such a course was the organ 
Itself. A few yenrs since the transference 
of the government railway to the C. V. II. 
was the organ's dally meal for the Reform 
Party. What Inspired the Globe to make 
this proposition, which it now pronounce* 
improper. Is dlfllcirlt to say. Itut we all 
know what Induced It to advocate the con 
Btructlon of the Crow's Nest Railway by 
the Canadian Pacific. Its syndicate had pos- 
session of the local charter, which It sold 
to the C. P. R. for $80,000 cash. 



OWN TflK COUNTRY. 

From Halifax Herald. 

Some time ago. when Mr. Tarte, "the 
Master of the Administration," was ques- 
tioned as to the increase In public expen- 
ditures, ho was reported to have replied in 
this wise: "Yes. we have spent much money 
because we have made much money. Next 
year we will have mure money and we will 
spend more. Walt till you see us next 
year." Here. It will be observed, Mt 
Tarte's notion of the management of publl 
affairs Is for the government to spend all 
the money It can get Its bands on: novo 
to think of using the big revenues of th 
flush times to pny off old debts: never to 
think of reducing taxation: but to go on 
getting nil tlie money possible and spending 
It on "denls" and political favorites. Ac 
cording to Mr. Tarte, the public revenue 
belong to the members of the government 
they "make" it; and It Is theirs to use as 
lavishly and as lawlessly as they please 
But the electors of this country know that 
every dollar of the public revenue comes In 
some way from the pockets of the people 
and the whole revenue belongs to the peo- 
ple In their organized capacity, and Is bet 
by tin- government as a trust fund, en 
should he regarded by the government ns a 
trust fund to fie administered with the ut 
most I'll re and economy for file public good 
Itut the Laurler-Tnrto combination has m 
such views of public office. 

BROKEN PROMISES. 

Charlottotown P. E. I. Watchman. ' 

The National Policy in the hands of Lib 
eral-Conservatlvc statesmen gave us cheap 
dry goods and groceries, but In the bands 
of I lie Laurler government the prices liav< 
Increased because the duties have been In 
creased to such an extent that the govern 
inent claims to have n surplus of eight mil 
Hon dollars. The government has no right 
to extract such a large sum of money from 
the people.

ces. The amendment was carried, but 
on consideration of the report on the 
bill, an effort was made to have it struck 
out. and it was this that prevented the 
house from completing the business on 
Wednesday. Aid. Grant and T. S. Bax- 
ter represent the city council; President 
F. Buseombe and Vice-President A. D. 
Campbell, the board of trade, while the 
legal fraternity is represented by Mr. 
George A. Cowan, barrister.

Change in Programme For the 
Demonstration in Honor of 
Governor-General, 



Quadra Arrives on Friday But 
Reception Put Off Till Fol- 
lowing Evening. 



His Excellency the Governor-General, 
Lord Minto, and the Countess of 
Miuto and suite will receive a civic wel- 
come on their return from their north- 
ern trip on Saturday evening nex-t, in- 
stead of this evening, as had been pre- 
viously arranged. The D. G. S. Quarda, 
with the distinguished party on board, 
arrived nt Comox yesterday afternoon, 
and His Worship Mayor Ilnyward was 
immediately informed by wire by the 
Governor-General's secretary, Mr. Slad- 
en. that the Earl and Countess of Minto 
will arrive privately at Onk Bay on Fri- 
day (to-morrow) evening; and in con- 
sequence the civic reception will take 
place at the Drill hall on Saturday even- 
ing. 

At a meeting of the marshals and rep- 
resentatives of tin; societies held yester- 
day evening nt the committee room at 
the city hall, it was arranged to meet 
the Governor-General and Countess of 
Minto at the city hall nt 7 o'clock on 
Saturday evening, nt which place the 
procession will be formed and proceed 
by way of Douglns, Fort, Government 
and Menzies streets to the Drill hall, 
where the address will be presented and 
other functions carried out. 

Afterwards the party will be escorted 
by way of Menzies and Michigan streets 
round the large lake to the northeast 
corner of the park to witness the lire- 
works, and thence through the illumin- 
ated city to their residence at Oak Bay. 

So far as known, the military guard 
of honor will consist of detachments 
from the Fifth Itegiment, Royal Artil- 
lery, and troops at Work Point barracks. 
The escort will include the mayor and 
aldermen, lieutenant-governor, admiral, 
bishop and clergy, members of the privy 
council, senators, judges, members of 
parliament, provincial executive, repre- 
sentatives of the army and navy, school 
trustees, consuls, civic officials, etc.; and 
tlie following societies and others; Sons 
of England, Veterans, Sons of St. 
George, Foresters. Native Sons, United 
Workmen. Odd Fellows, Loyal Orange 
Lodges, Knights of Pythias, Boys' Brig- 
ade, etc. 

Chiefs Lnngley and Deasy have been 
appointed marshals, ami each society 
represented is requested to appoint its 
own deputy marshal, and to report not 
later than 1 p. m. on Snturdny to either 
of the marshals, so that proper arrange- 
ments may be made for them. 

The Mayor particularly desires that 
the citizens generally will display their 
bunting and otherwise decorate their re- 
spective places, and to assist in the 
illumination on Saturday night. 

A despatch to the Colonist from X.i- 
nnlmo yesterday evening says that tite 
vice-regal party will arrive at tin- Coal 
City at 2:30 this nfternoon, where thev 
will be tendered a public reception, anil 
leave in the evening.

OLD GUN'S AND AXES. 

Helpless Condition of a Russian Town 
Attacked by Chinese. 

Advices were received by the Empress 
of China of the Chinese attack on Bingo- 
vestchenek. A correspondent writing 
from that point to a Kobe paper says: 
"When I arrived at Blagovestcbensk the 
city presented the most peaceful aspect, 
and there Wilis nothing whatever to sug- 
gest that Blagovestcbensk would soon bo 
a besieged city. The complete faith the 
citizens had in their neighbors across 
the border hud led to the complete with- 
drawal of the troops and arms. The 
city was left defenceless. The withdraw- 
al of the troop.s left it, in fact, in a most 
critical position, and wo have only to 
thank the Chinese stupidity and coward- 
ice that we have not had our throats cut 
and that the city had not been sacked. I 
arrived at Blagovestcbensk on Friday 
evening, July 13, and went out on busi- 
ness the next day. 1 expected to call 
again on several parties and to leave the 
city u few days afterwards. On Sunday, 
July 15, at o'clock in the evening, 
everyone wns amazed to hear that fire 
bad suddenly been opened upon Blago- 
vestcbensk from concealed trenches on 
the opposite side of the river. A steam- 
er was just about to leave tlie city for 
Habarovsk with the remaining 31)0 sol- 
diers. I was just going on board the 
steamer, to send off my mail, and the 
principal street! which faces tbe river, 
was crowded with men, women and child- 
ren, the day being u holiday, when all at 
once volley after volley from ritle and 
cannon was fired at u.s. You can imagine 
what then ensued. The screams and 
general panic were horrifying. The peo- 
ple were terror-stricken and rushed mad- 
ly to the rear of the city. In a quartet? 
of an hour in the principal street not one 
soul was to be seen. The firing from 
tlie Chinese shore increased till the time. 
Soon after all the rifle and ammunition 
stores were torn open aud young and old 
began to arm themselves with whatever 
they could get hold of. Residents fought 
with themselves for the possession of a 
gun, for the city was left almost as bare 
of arms as it wns of troops. At lite ho- 
tel where I was staying everybody re- 
ceived a gun and a few cartridges and 
marched oil' to the river front, as a Chi- 
nese invasion was immediately expected. 
We were to frustrate any attempt to 
land. Tin- Titles given out to us were 
those used in the Crimean war, and they 
are harmless things; however, it was the 
best the city bad. Two hundred regu- 
lar soldiers were armed with axes and 
ilUO with guns, and the 1'ree citizens 
formed the whole defence of Blagovcst- 
chensk. A whole night we stood on 
watch, facing the enemy's tire. Evident- 
ly the Chinese, although they kept up a 
stonily lire, were more afraid than the 
Russians, and did not try to cross the 
river. Thanks to the Chinese not being 
very good marksmen only a few of us 
were wounded and two killed, and very 
littie damage was done to the buildings. 
The next day trenches were dug and the 
city was surrounded with a chain of 
guards composed of armed residents. All 
places of business were closed, and a good 
many of tile population left the city and 
went inland, but soon returned. Finding 
out that there was greiter danger there 
than in the city itself. 

"Of course at such .1 time there was no 
talk of doing business. The city was 
declared under military law on the 10th, 
banging being the penalty for any mis- 
conduct."

Conditions could not have been more 
favorable than those attending the ex- 
cursion given by the Hon. James Duns- 
muir to the members of the legislature. 
The party, when it left Victoria, consist- 
ed of the- following gentlemen: lion.

Little joined the party, and at South 
Wellington, It. Fisher. At Nanaimo an 
invitation was extended to S. M. Robins 
to accompany them, but, much to the re- 
gret of all, he was compelled to decline. 

The train left the Victoria station 
promptly at S a.m., and stopped at Shaw- 
nigun Lake, when' a halt was made for 
an inspection of the hotel that has been 
put up to replace the building destroyed 
by lire last spring just as it was ready 
for occupation. The building was very 
greatly admired. It i« nearly ready for 
occupation, and its splendid location and 
accessibility will unquestionably make it 
a pleasure resort unequalled in popularity 
by any in the province. A quick run 
brought the train to Chemainus, where 
everyone went down to see the great sav 
mill, which is certainly well worth i 
visit. The mill has no superior any 
where in equipment, the ease with which 
the immense logs and timbers are han- 
dled exhibiting the very perfection of 
modern appliances. This mill last year 
cut more than one-half the total export 
of lumber from British Columbia, name- 
ly, ^5,000,000 superficial feet. Thin year 
the cut will be 35,000,000 and possibly 
-10,000,000. "Work is carried on day and 
night. 

At Ladysmith an interesting half-hour 
was spent. The Wellington Collieries 
Company has fifty miners' cottages in 
progress of erection here, many being 
nearly completed. One hotel is finished 
and another is well advanced. Several 
stores have been erected and others are 
in progress. There are already several 
dwellings erected by private individuals. 
The townsite is admirably located, and 
with its good water supply and perfect 
drainage, cannot fail to possess admirable 
sanitary conditions. The harbor is ex- 
cellent," and the facilities for handling 
coal are first class. Ladysmith will soon 
be a very important town. It is bound 
to grow* rapidly, and after the Haelam 
X>eek coalfield is opened, it may easily 
become in a short time the second city on 
Vancouver Island. The ships in port and 
the railwa" station were gaily decorated 
ITT honor (if visitors, who were met 
at the station by TUomns Kitchin, agent 
for the townsite. , 

The train then ran to' the Extension 
Mine. The party went into the tunnel 
on the electric tram, and then took the 
narrow gauge railway for shaft £>"o. 1, 
which is 2VG miles distant as the CTOW 
flies and 000 feet higher above sea level. 
The railway is about five miles long, frith 
one switchback. After examining the. 
plant here, the return journey was Hogun, 
a halt being made to allow those who 
wished to do so to go down tiio slope of 
shaft No. 2. Most of the party went. 
The greatest surprise \yj,fc expressed by 
all on learning that 'Jne enormous works 
that are established at Extension have 
all been brought into existence in less 
than two years. The second year will 
not be "up until October. 

Only a short scop was made at South 
Wellington, where the Alexander mine is 
located. At Nanaimo, S. M. Robins was 
present at the station to greet Mr. Duns- 
muir and his guests, and the whole party 
took carriages, that were placed at their 
disposal, and drove to the Hotel Wilson, 
where an elaborate lunch was served by 
the city. Acting Mayor Manson occu- 
pied the head of the table, and in addi- 
tion to the visitors there were present, 
the aldermen, the civic officials, the presi- 
dent of Ihe board of trade, and the man- 
ager of the bank nnd others. 

After justice had been done to the am- 
. pie bill of fare, Acting Mayor Manson 
extended a hearty welcome to Mr. Duns- 
muir and the members of the legislature 
in a short but very appropriate speech, 
in which he mentioned that this was the 
first occasion on which the legislature 
hud visited Nanaimo, but said the citi- 
zens hoped it would not be the last. He 
was followed by Mr. Robins, who cor- 
dially seconded his. words of welcome and 
expressed his great gratification at sit- 
ting at the same table with Mr. Duns- 



muir, premier of the province. He then 
discussed the coal mine tax, making a 
strong argument against what he claim- 
ed is an inequitable burden. Mr. Duns- 
muir spoke briefly in acknowledgment of 
the welcome extended. "Cod Save the 
Queen" closed this feature of the enter- 
tainment. The party then entered car- 
riages courteously provided by Mr. Robins 
and were driven to the pithead. Owing 
to repairs in progress, it was impossible 
to go down the shaft, and the drive was 
resumed through the Five Acre tracts 
and over the great farm of the Vancou- 
ver Coal Company. Very much interest 
was expressed in what was seen, and the 
highest admiration at tin? really magnifi- 
cent farm of the company. Returning to 
the city, after a drive through the New- 
castle townsite, the carriages drew up at 
the hotel at 0:30 p.m., and at 7, good- 
bye said to the good people of Nanaimo, 
and the excursionists took the good 
steamer Joan for Union Wharf. 

The night was everything that could be 
desired. The ah- was soft and balmy, 
and only the faintest breeze was blowiag, 
not enough to ruffle the water, which re- 
flected the rugged shores and the rich col- 
oring of the evening sky. The crescent 
moon, which seemed to lie skirting the 
crest of Mount Benson, added greatly to 
the beauty of the landscape. Everyone 
remained on the hurricane deck until the 
call for dinner. The dinner was n verit 
able banquet. The table was beautifully 
decorated with potted plants and smilax 
and the appointments were elegant. The 
following was the menu:

Before the party left the table, the 
souvenir menu cards were sent around, 
and each person present wrote Ins name 
upon each card, thus making them a 
peculiarly interesting memento of the 
trip. Only the toast to the Queen was 
drunk, after which the national anthem 
was sung, and everyone adjourned to the 
deck to enjoy the perfect evening. 

Union wharf 'vas reached at midnight 
and a visit was paid to the coke ovens, 
which presented a very striking scene 
in the darkness. 

Yesterday morning everyone was up 
bright and early, and after a breakfast, 
which in its way was equal to the ban- 
quet of the previous evening, the party—' 
which was joined by the mayor and town 
council of Cumberland and others, en- 
trained for the Union mines. The run 
of 12 mile's to Comox lake was soon 
made. The view from the shore of the 
lake is very striking. The water vas 
as placid as glass. Tall mountains rise 
precipitately from the shore, and high 
on the shoulder of one of them to the 
south lies an immense glacier. The 
visitors were interested to learn that 
the distance from the head of this lake 
to the wagon road in the Alberni dis- 
trict was only 15 miles, and theie was 
some talk about the desirability of mak- 
ing the connection nt an early day. 
After inspecting the mining plant nt the 
lake, the train was run back and 
around Cumberland to Shaft No. 5. 
This shaft is 000 feet deep, and the ma 
jority of the party went down in it. On 
the return the town of Cumberland was 
visited, where an exhibition was given 
of the city waterworks. The . town's 
supply comes from a lake nearly 500 feet 
above the streets. The stream thrown 
tfirough the hose was a very powerful 
one, and far over-topped the highest 
building !u the town. The school child- 
ren were out In force, as it was time to 
begin the afternoon session, which the 
Minister of Education prevented by de- 
claring a half-holiday. The children 
showed their hearty appreciation of this 
act, and their cheers followed the train 
as it "loft the station'. 

At Union wharf the great coking plant 
and brick kiln were visitedi and at. H 
p.m. a start Was made for Nanaimo. 
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The luncheon served Wits a triumph in 
its Way. The sea was perfectly calm 
and whales were numerous: nnd, so 
that nothing should be lacking from the 
occasion, a vigorous tight betwtri n a 
thrasher and a whale took place within 
a short distance of the steamer. Just 
before the steamer reached Nanaimo. 
and while the party wore enjoying u 
light and elegant repast, the following 
address was presented to Mr. Dunsmufr 
by Mr. Speaker Booth: 
To the Hon. James .Dunsmuir, Premier 
of British Columbia: 
We, the undersigned— the Speaker and 
members of the legislative assembly of 
British Columbia and others — taue this 
meann of expressing to you our warm 
appreciation of your great courtesy and 
kindness in enabling us to visit the seat 
of some of the most important industries 
in the province. 

Our trip has not only been thoroughly 
enjoyable, but it has been a great object 
lesson, the value of which will not be 
lost. 

Not the least gratifying feature of the 
entertainment which we have enjoyed 
at your hands is the opportunity it lias 
afforded us of cementing our good fellow- 
ship. 

We heartily wish you every success in 
your great enterprises, which mean so 
much to (he material welfare and pros- 
perity of the province, and beg to sub- 
scribe ourselves.

boon provided, the enthusiastic applause 
showed that he expressed what was in 
the mind of everyone. Mr. Hunter was 
called to his feet to respond to a tribute 
to his efficient management of the ex- 
cursion, nnd made a witty reply. In 
response to a call from everyone. Mr. 
Martin spoke briefly and most appre- 
ciatively o<" the excursion and its lessors, 
nnd ^'fr.'

Wrecked 



Vancouver-Skaaway Liner Goes 
on a Reef South of 
Juneau* 



Officers of Ihe Topeka Says She 
Is An Almost Complete 
Wreck. 



The steamer Cutch struck a reef 25 
miles south of Juneau on Friday, and is 
almost a complete wreck. 

In brief this is the story brought by 
the steamer City of Topeka, which ar- 
rived at Port Townsend shortly before 
midnight last night. The Cutch, which 
sailed from Vancouver on Tuesday last 
with a large cargo — for this is the season 
when the vessels flying the British flag 
are carrying all they can get beneath 
their hatches— and on Friday, August 
24, she steamed into Stephens Passage. 
She had not gouo a great distance up 
the passage when those on board heard 
a heavy bump. The vessel had struck 
on Horseshoe reef. She w is steaming 
with the indicator marking "full speed 
ahead," and her bow ran high up on the 
reef. 

When the Tcipeka passed en route 
down soon utter the accident, her crew 
and passengers bail left her. The sea 
was smooth and they had no difficulty 
in making a landing. All were camped 
under tarpaulin-built tents on the beach. 
The steamer's bow was high anil dry, 
while the stern was well down and filled 
with water. The vessel was then 
rapidly settling. The officers of the 
Topeka say that she is almost a complete 
wreck. 

'The ditch is owned by the Union 
Steamship Company of Vancouver, and 
has been a big niiilie.\ -winner tn the 
company this season, when, business 
having been so good from Victoria 'and 
Vancouver, full cargoes of freight were 
offering on every trip. Shi' has been 
running to Skagway since the rush to 
the Klondike in 1S07. Prior to that 
she had been tied up for a time. When 
the rush began she was overhauled and 
practically re-built. The loss of the 
Cutch— if she has been lost altogether- 
will be a severe blow to the owners and 
shippers, for there is as much cargo of- 
fering here and at Vancouver to more 
than till all '.he vessels on the route from 
those ports. 

The Cutch is n steel steamship of 
about :t00 tons burden. Built in Eng- 
land, she was operated for some time on 
the lloogli river in British India, and in 
1800. was brought to this coast by the 
Union Steamship Company of Vancou- 
ver. After being refitted she was put 
on the Vancouver-Nanaimo route, which 
she kept until the rush to the northern 
gold fields, when, at a cost of $40,000, 
she was practically re-built, several feet 
being added to her beam. Last winter 
again her engine-room was re-furnished 
nnd her speed increased to 14 knots. 
She is said to have possessed the most 
graceful and least objectionable roll of 
any steamer on the Coast. 

Capt. Holmes Newhom, who command- 
ed her, has held that post since 1S94, 
and is considered one of the most 
cautious and skilful captains on the 
Skagway route. The northern part of 
those waters, however, are but partially 
surveyed, and rocks and reefs have fre- 
quently been discovered only after a 
steamer has become hard and fast upon 
them.

THE GLENOGLE ARRIVES. 

Sho Anchored in the Roads Late Last 
Night. 

The bark Glenogle, laden with a gen- 
eral cargo for Victoria and Vancouver 
merchants, consigned to R. V. Rithet, ar- 
rived in E)sq.uimalt shortly after mid- 
night, having been brought in from the 
Cape by the tug Lome. The Glenogle 
left London on March I! and has had a 
trying voyage. When in the Southern 
seas her master, Capt. Stevenson, died, 
and the mate was severely ill. The ves- 
sel went in to Capilla, and from there 
news was sent of the captain's death, and 
the ship's trying experiences, by Mr. E. 
Redfern, son of ex-Mayor Redfern, who 
was a passenger from England on the 
bark. The details given in his letter 
have already appeared in these columns. 

THE FIRST TO ARRIVE.

Clan Mackenzie is the Initial Arrival of 

the Salmon Fleet— She Makes a 

Fast Fussage. 

The first vessel of the salmon fleet has 
arrived. She is the British ship Clan 
Mackenzie, 1.509 tons/ and she sailed 
into the Straits yesterday morning and 
was taken into Port Townsend yester- 
day afternoon by the tug Wanderer. 
She sailed from Yokohama on August 1, 
and made a very fast trip across the 
Pacific, having made the voyage in 29 
days. The tug Lome, which to-day takes 
the just-repaired Star of Italy to the 
Sound, will take the salmon-carrier to 
the Frnser river, where she is to load. 
She went to Port Townsend for orders, 
for her charter gives the charterers an 
option of loading wheat or salmon. 
She is to carry the fish, but with the 
low pack of this year some of the licet 
chartered to carry the salmon to the 
United Kingdom will have to take the 
wheat cargoes. 

While on her way to the Japanese 
port, where she went from New York, 
the Chin Mackenzie lost her second offi- 
cer, who was swept overboard in u 
storm. Details of the sad occurrence 
have already been given in these col- 
umns. 



THE HEAVIEST CARGO. 



Danube Takes the Biggest Car; 
Has Yet Gone North.

Steamer Danube sailed for Skagway 
early this morning with 550 tons of gen- 
eral cargo, groceries, hay, feed and mill 
ing machinery, in her hold. She goes via 
Vancouver, and there to-day she will !i" 
what space remains in her hold, for ther 
are no less than 500 tons more Ciirgi 
besides a number of head of cattle and a 
big Hock of sheep awaiting her there 
She will take about 200 or 300 tons of 
the cargo and live stock from Vancouver, 
but much will have to be left for the 
steamer Princess Louise, which, because 
of the large amount of freight offering 
for the North, will make another trip to 
the Lynn Canal port. 

It is expected that the Danube will 
carry the largest cargo that has been yet 
taken North on her present trip. On 
her last voyage she broke the record by 
carrying 830 tons to Skagway, and on 
this voyage it is expected that she will 
break the record again. Compared with 
the large cargoes that are now being 
taken North by the Victoria and Vancou- 
ver steamers, the steamers from the 
Sound are carrying almost nothing in 
freight. 

Among the passengers who sailed on 
the Danube are M. Clere, who repr 
sents a banking house of the French 
Capital, and who goes North in tin? in- 
terests of that institution to look over 
the opportunities for the investment of 
capital in the North. He will visit At 
iin and then go from there to Dawson.

Move Dp-to-Date Methods to 
ployed in Toronto. 

Postmaster-General Mulock's plans of 
postal reform at tbe large commercial 
centres, contemplate some very important 
developments at Toronto. In place of 
bringing mail matter from the outlying 
parte of the city to. the general post 
Otllco, there will be sorted and prepared 
for transmission, the Postmaster-General 
will establish collecting stations in differ- 
ent sections of Toronto. One will be 
opened in the west cud, a second in the 
northern district, and a third in the cen- 
tre, 'probably at York street. At these 
points letters will be received up to a 
short time before the departure of each 
train. They will then be rapidly sorted, 
placed on automobiles, and swiftly carried 
to the main station. These arrangement!* 
have to some extent been already made 
known, but the procedure after the mail 
matter reaches the station is now disclos- 
ed for the first time. Mr. Mullock pro- 
poses to build un elevator nt the eastern 
end of the Union station on the north 
side, between the present building and 
the York street bridge. The upper^ en- 
trance to the elevator will be from York 
street bridge, -with which the elevator 
will be connected by a gangway of wood. 
Tho elevator will be sufficiently large to 
accommodate two tracks, on which mail 
matter will be elevated from the station 
platform to the floor above or lowered 
from above to the platform below. In 
the case of incoming mail matter, which 
will already hove been sorted in the 
trains, it will on arrival be placed on a 
truck, rushed to he elevator, hoisted to 
tho upper floor, then wheeled out to the 
York street bridge, transferred to auto- 
: in waiting and rapidly conveyed 
head office or collecting stations, 
it will be distributed to all parts 
city. The same process*reyersed 
employed in the case of out-going 
newspapers, etc. It will readily 
seen what an enormous gain of time 
will be affected by these arrangements, 
md what an immense boom will be con 
l not only upon commercial men, 
but citizens geuerully. Under the anti- 
quated system which haw been so long in 
vogue, lint is now being discarded, all 
out-of-town letlers at branch offices were

It will 
provide all parts of the city with a mod- 
ern, iip^to-dnte mail service, and will 
enable mail matter to be conveyed to 
and from the trains without the loss of 
an instant's time. When the new mail 
service is iu operation a late delivery 
will be inaugurated. This will provide 
for the mailing of letter.s up to even n 
lat/.-r period before departure of trains on 
payment of an extra copper. The I'ost- 
mnstor-General has just signed the lease 
of the necessary ground for the proposed 
elevator from tbe railway companies, 
and in • advertising for lenders for the 
erection of the structure.

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Meteorological Office. 

Victoria, Aug. 22 to 2S. 1000. 

During the first day of this week the baro- 
meter began to fall over Northern British 
Columbia, nnd by night rain had again set 
In at Bnrkcrvllle. On the two following 
days the high barometer area which had 
been hovering over Vancouver Island and 
causing generally fair weather along the 
Coast, gradually moved southward to Ore- 
gon, and gave place to an area of low baro- 
metric pressure which had spread Inland 
from the Pacific and eventually covered thi 
whole of this province nnd the territories. 
As this movement Is similar to those of 
constant occurrence during the winter 
months. It caused a general rainfall through 
out this province and the adjoining states, 
and cool weather with moderate southerly 
gales on the Coast, and over the Straits of 
Fuca and Gulf of Georgia. On Saturday, 
the 2!)th. this disturbance moved eastward 
across the territories where It caused a gen- 
eral rain. This was followed bv an exten- 
sive high barometer area which first ap- 
peared over Northern British Columbia, and 
as It spread southeastward It caused lino 
weather throughout this province, frost In 
Cariboo, and temperatures only a few de- 
grees above freezing on the Lower Main- 
land. During Saturday this area spread 
across the Rockies to Alberta where It caus- 
ed freezing temperatures, nnd at Calgary a 
snowstorm lasting over six hours, nnd 
amounting to three Inches. From this 
period to the close of the week the weather 
was generally fair and moderately warm 
throughout the province, and tile winds 
were light to moderate along the Coast. 

At Victoria over 18 hours bright sunshine 
was recorded, and the rainfall was .47 In. 
The highest temperature, OS, occurred on 
the 22nd. and the lowest. 44. on the 20th. 

New Westminster reported M Inch of 
rain: highest temperature, OS. on the 28th: 
and the lowest. 38. on the 20th. 

Kamloops had .30 Inch of rain: highest 
temperature. 72, on the 2Stll, and the lowest 
42. on the 20th. 

Barkervllle had over IV, Inches of rain.

THE LIGHTS OX THE RIVER. 

From Forrest and Stream. 

Thin day began very warm, so I skirt- 
ed along the shady side of the river dur- 
ing the forenoon, but owing to the scorch- 
ing rays of the sun as it readied the 
meridian I was forced to seek for a cool- 
ing shade in the forest. It was after 
o'clock in the afternoon when I started 
again. Just at sunset of this day I en- 
tered the Paraguay river from the Cuy- 
aba, and at dark was surprised to sec as 
I turned a bene) of the river a row of 
fifty or more lights on board of a steamer 
coming up stream. My first thought: was 
that unless I could run into some nook 
for safety along the shore, a steamer 
as large as that must be to carry so many 
lights would kick up such a swash and 
rolling Waves as to sink my canoe in- 
stantly. Thinking there was no time to 
lose I hastened for a place of refuge. 
Luck, I thought, favored me, for at the 
Iilncc I landed there was a small stream 
that allowed of the passage in of my 
loaded dugout. There I sat for a half 
hour or eo expecting every minute to hear 
the steamer's paddles close at hand; but 
neither hearing or seeing the craft I ven- 
tured out into the stream again, and soon 
found how badly one could bo fooled even 
in this far-off wilderness. What had 
seemed to be a steamboat's lights proved 
to be nothing more or less than a flock of 
birds reeling upon some tall swamp wil- 
lows—birds that have power of producing 
a bright illumination. It is said that 
these birds feed exclusively on the fire 
flies so numerous in that region. I had 
often been told of such a species, but 
these were the first I had ever seen, I 
TJpon mv approaching them closely they 
took Highland the lights vanished.

A very complete detailed account of 
the attack and capture of the native 
city of Tien Tsin by the allies, from 
which the Chinese had been bombard- 
ing the foreign concession, was brought 
by the Empress of China. The war 
correspondent of the Kobe Chronicle 
tells the story as follows: 

With woefully incomplete knowledge, 
and with preparations equally iusutli- 
cient, we marched out a mass of infantry 
up against a 30-foot stone wall, and 
were beaten back with heavy loss. 

The movement began last night (July 
12). At a council of war yesterday, all 
the commanders of the different forces 
agreed that it was impossible to let the 
Chinese continue bombarding the settle- 
ment. Their shell fire had to be silenced 
nnd then the city rushed, cost what it 
might. The allies had in the field about 
10,000 fighting men, including 3,000 Rus- 
sians, 3,000 Japanese, 2,000 British, S00 
Americans, 900 French, and a few Ger- 
mans, Austrians and Italians. These 
formed the lighting line, and in addition 
about half as many again of each nation 
remained in town as guards, patrols, re- 
serves in barracks, hospital cases and 
attendants, etc. It was a small force 
to nttnek such a big city, with a massive 
wall all round, extensive suburbs all full 
of dharpshooters in nearly impenetrable 
cover, with streets barricaded and an 
unknown number of small cannon at 
convenient points. Estimates of the 
Chinese troops vary all the way from 
5,000 to 30,000 within the city, on the 
walls and in the suburbs, while there, 
was certainly a force of about 20,000 
stationed at a camp about three miles 
north of the city, ready to bo used 
wherrver needed. I think 30,000 is the 
most likely estimnte of the total, giving 
10,000 in and about the city and the rest 
to the north. 

Some of the troops moved out before 
midnight, and the others between 2 and 
4 in the morning. The Russians, Ger- 
mans and half of the French took the 
east and northeast, while the British, 
Japanese, Americans. Austrians and 
Italians operated on the south and west. 

Tien Tsin native city lies in the angle 
of the Grand canal nnd Pei Ho river. 
The canal goes nearly from west to east 
at this point, ending in the Pei Ho, 
which runs tortuously from north to 
south. The foreign concession is south, 
along the river on its right or west bank. 
A mud wall, about 20 feet high and the 
same width at base, forms a rough circle, 
enclosing the native city and concession, 
besides a big extent of fields on both 
sides of the river. On the outer side of 
this wall is a moat 20 to !50 feet wide, 
and runging up to 10 feet in depth, with 
three or four bridges on the west and 
several on the east. Inside the mud 
wail, between the river nnd the canal, is 
the western or Haikwanszu arsenal, 
with a moat and wall around it. This 
is opposite the west gate of the city nnd 
about a mile from it, with several 
patches of water between, varying much 
in width and depth according to the 
rains, but mostly impassable except 
where there are bridges. About half of 
the plain within the mud wall is occupied 
by suburbs of the native city, great 
straggling collections of houses built of 
mud bricks, with streets usually narrow 
and winding. The south gate of the 
city opens into a big suburb of this kind, 
which in its continuation along the river 
bank merges into the French concession; 
next coming the British, then the Ger- 
man and Japanese, hardly yet much de- 
veloped. At the angle of the river and 
canal is the principal fort which has 
been bothering us so terribly, firing over 
the city into the concession until the 
whole place is battered, although most 
of the houses are still standing. Per- 
hnps one-third is in utter ruin, heaps of 
smouldering debris and portions of black- 
ened walls, especially in the French 
concession. This has been the happy 
hunting ground of Chinese snipers, who 
would creep among the ruins at random 
and pot people in the streets of the Brit- 
ish concession all day long. And there 
was almost no remedy, for what can 
you do with a hundred acres of dis- 
mantled masonry full of sharpshooters? 

Across the river, along its left or east 
bank, are many acres of burnt-out build- 
ings, from which also the merry mur- 
derous snipers used to play their game 
until recently. Higher up, nlmost op- 
posite the native city, but over a mile 
away, is the railway station, which has 
been hold as an outpost by the allies, 
because from it the Chinese could have 
wrecked the concessions oven worse. It 
was nothing but the stubborn endurance 
of the Russians that saved this position 
in the early days, nnd later the British 
bluejackets and the Hongkong regi- 
ment, which consisted of Pnthans and 
Afghans. 

This railway station, then— or what is 
left of it— was the base for the eastern 
attack, while the Haikwanszu arsenal 
was the base for the western attack. 
Beyond the railway station is the Lutai 
canal, which the Russians tried to cross 
on. Wednesday, but failed. This time 
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they succeeded and got six splendid 
four-inch guns into position to attack 
the big camp to the north, and also the 
east gate of the city. 

At 4 o'clock on the morning of July 
13 all was ready and daylight wns dawn- 
ing. On account of the flatness of the 
country and the mass of houses inter- 
vening, all the guns were worked by 
direction of men posted on high towers 
near. The ball was opened by the Brit 
ish bluejackets from the Terrible, Bar- 
fieur, Aurora and Orlando, with big 
guns posted along the mud wall behind 
the concession, hall 1 way out to the 
Haikwanszu arsenal. The arsenal was 
held by the enemy at first, having been 
captured by our men a few days ago, 
but not retaiued, as it was too exposed, 
A few shells dislodged the Chinese, and 
the allies' infantry closed in a circle 
round the arsenal, having a flying 
column among the villages away out 
west beyond the mud wall to„prevenf 
being flanked. This completed the first 
move in the game, and it was compara- 
tively easy work so far. 

Then the attack on the suburbs began 
The big guns from the rear pounded 
away, with the best intentions, but with, 
great difficulty in seeing how things went 
at such a distance, over flat grouiw 
interspersed with buildings nnd overhung 
with smoke. The Japanese •field guns 
nt the arsenal and the British guns of 
the Asiatic Artillery from Hongkon 
alongside the arsenal, three or four 
hundred yards away on the left, did 
some sharp work, and the French, on 
the right of the Japanese, did their share. 
Soon the Chinese found the range, and 
replied briskly. Shell after shell crashed 
in among our men, man after man had 
to be carried to the rear, with his fact 
blown off, or an arm or leg gone, and 
some were hurriedly lifted aside, dead 
while others went on with the work. 

Meantime the troops were gathering 
around the arsenal, ready to go forward 
at the word, but while waiting, and be- 
fore the Chinese guns could be silene 
many shells came wide and fell among 
the infantry. 

At 5:30 a huge roar rent the air, and 
a big black column of smoke and flan 
shot up from behind the city wall, near 
the gate, where they had several cannon 
and must have had a huge stock of 
ammunition, which all went up. Really, 
of course, the eruption preceded the 
sound of it by two or three seconds, 
but it was the noise that first called at- 
tention. The big four-inch gun of the 
navy had been plugging nwny for half 
an hour on the city wall, where thou 
sands of Chinese were manning the 
double lines of loop-holes near the top; 
and a lucky chance, aided by some care 
lessness of the enemy, had directed the 
lyddite to the magazine, with mngnifi 
cent efTect. 

Beside the gate there was a fortified 
barrack, and this all caught fire when 
the magazine exploded. The fire spread 
into the town, and all day long there was 
a huge conflagration, extending over 
several acres of densely-packed buildings 
just within the gate. 

Meantime the Russians were having u 
hot reception north of the town. A 
large fortified camp, known as Tret 
Hill, had to be disposed of before the 
town itself could be attacked on that 
side, as the attacking force otherwise 
would be dangerously flanked. Besides 
the main camp there were four minor 
camps, each being surrounded by n high 
and thick mud wall with Krupp guns. 
The Russian and German artillery had 
been taken across the Lutai canal over 
night, and got into excellent position to 
shell the two nearent small camps and 
the big one simultaneously. They 
hammered away until 0:20, when sud 
denly there was an explosion in the con 
trnl "camp, the most violent I ever know- 
It wns so violent that the people in 
Tien Tsin felt it ns nn earthquake three 
seconds before they heard the crash, 
and many glass windows were broken 
in the concession. The shock also threw 
hundreds of Russians flat to the ground, 
and some were severely bruised, some 
stunned, though they were a mile nwny 
from the explosion. What was its ef- 
fect among the Chinamen, Heaven only 
knows. 

Promptly the Russian general, Alexieff 
ordered a general advance, in the ex- 
pectation that the enemy must be com- 
pletely demoralized by this disaster. ><ot 
a bit of it! Only after two hours of 
most terrific fusilade did he manage to 
capture the camps, the Chinese clinging 
to every inch of cover and filling the air 
with well-aimed bullets. 

After this there was n pause on the 
north line of attack, for Alexieff bad to 
ascertain how the other end of the fight 
wns progressing before he could move on 
the city itself. 

In front of the west gate Generals 
Dorward and Fukushimn, commanding 
the British and Japanese, with Col. 
Liscoin, of the American army, decided 
to press forward from the Haikwans'zu 
arsenal and occupy the intervening vil- 
lages, merging into the extramural part 
of the city. The Japanese formed the 
centre of the line of battle, with the 
Royal Welsh Fusiliers on the left nnd 
the French on the right nearest the con- 
cession. A force of Americans and 
the British naval brigade skirmished on 
the extreme left, and the extreme right 
was protected by several big patches of 
water, making it impossible to advance 
and unnecessary to guard. Col. Liscom 
however, with 300 men of the Ninth 
United States Infantry, intended to sup 
port the French, got too far away on 
the right, and strayed into a very bad 
position. He wns under a cross-fire 
from two Chinese forces hidden in stone 
buildings across the water; he had no 
artillery to dislodge them, he could not 
advance further, and as soon as the Chi 
nese got the range they swept the field 
with such a terrible lire that it was not 
even possible to retreat. The only 
thing was to crouch in the shallow 
muddy ditches between the level rice 
fields, and wait. In the first half hour 
the colonel, two majors and several 
other officers fell, and the Americans' 
ammunition ran out as they pluckily 
tried to beat down the enemy's fire. A 
party of Barfleur bluejackets hurried out 
to help them, and nt starting from the 
arsenal they had a Chinese shell right 
in the middle of them, but fortunately 
it fell in the soft mud and did not ex- 
plode. Stealthily creeping forward, 
they reached the Americans, only to find 
that there was nothing to be done but 
wait for night to witRdraw from the 
bole they had tumbled into. 

Here we saw what Chinese regiments 
under British officers can do. The men 
of our Wel-hni-wai Regiment had been 
put on stretcher duty, and wonderfully 
well they did it. dashing out through 
that hnil of bullets to pick up the 
wounded Americans. Of twenty Chi- 
nese in this exploit, eight were hit, yet 
never a man flinched or hesitated; they 
seemed to nlmost enjoy it. But when 
they saw their leader, Lieut. Pereirn, 
fall wounded, they begged to lay down 
their burdens for a few minutes nnd 
fire back nt those "dam Chinamen." 
Steadily helping each other, creeping 
along the bottom of muddy ditch and 
rising to fly across an exposed field to 
the next ditch, they got every one of 
the wounded safely home. To show

what the fire was, we saw Capt. Oli- 
phant coming out again with two more 
stretcher-men and a mule. For a time 
they had shelter from a mud bank, but 
when past that the whole lot of them 
dropped in the first five yards of open 
field. And a bluejacket who saw them 
coming knew the enemy would get them, 
so he swore to get the enemy, too; he 
waited for the volley, put up his bend, 
fired, hit Chinaman and was hit him- 
self, with a bullet through his forehead. 
And a " sick-bay steward " who crept 
oyer to help him was spotted, ami was 
hit twice in a tun-foot dash from cover 
to cover. Lieut. Phillimore, who led the 
Bnrfleurs to aid the Americans, had a 
shell between his arm and his ribs, tear- 
ing his coat out but not hurting him. 

After the fight had proceeded four or 
five hours, the Chinese on the walls 
slackened their lire so much that n re- 
port was brought to Fukushimn that his 
foremost line had got into the city It 
was impossible to see with certainty, 
and he bad reason to believe it, for it 
was his plan to keep the enemy's atten- 
tion with his artillery while his sappers 
might creep up through the suburbs 
somehow and plan a charge of gun-

soldiers firing from them. It was too 
"to to go back; there wns nothing for 
t hut to rush madly at the obstruc- 
tions, one after another, and only the 
Chinaman* mortal dread or hand-to- 
hand work saved the situation. The 
enemy stood their ground till the 
bayonets were within smelling distance 
and then they bolted. Once on the run 
our brave boys kept on and prevented 
any attempt at a rally, and drove the foe 
right into the city. Here, however 
came the disaster. We were not quite 
near enough to enter the gate along with 
the fugitives, and they swarmed up on 
the walls and poured down a terrific fire 
1 here it was, a big strong fortified gate- 
way, DO feet high, with a tower over it, 
and no use to stand staring and be shot 
no use to fire at that huge mass of 
masonry with mere rifles, while thou- 
sands of loop-holes were streaming forth 
endless torrents of bullets. Back, back 
into the houses! Buck to the shelter 
only just left, back to occupy the sub- 
urbs and wait for the next order. The 
men with the gun-cotton hud dropped 
dead, their precious burden was missing 
fallen into n ditch or something; there 
were no scaling ladders, and it was a 
mercy the houses were not rendered un- 
tenable by the fire from the walls 

Ibis was about 9 in the morning, and 
all the rest of the day there was little 
change m the position. Three other at- 
tempts were made by the plucky Japan- 
ese to get their gun-cotton up to the gate 
hut every time they failed, overcome by 
the hot. rifle fire. Over 300 of their 
brave fellows lay dead on the field, a 
thrilling and terrible testimony to their 
national valor, thus tested beside the 
armies of ail the world. 

But it was all in vain. When dark- 
ness came, the Chinese were still defiant 
and secure; the towier over the gate 
had been shattered by lyddite shells and 
was burning, the fort next to it was a 
huge conflagration, half a dozen other 
fires were raging in the city, but the day 
was theirs. 

The Americans suffered very severely 
in this fight. On the far right part of 
the ailied forces they went into a veri- 
table death trap. Here it was that the 
American commander Col. Luscom 
(bearing the rank of brigadier-general 
for this campaign) was away on the 
right, when he was supposed to have 
been on the left. Someone had blunder- 
ed, and probably nobody will ever know 
whose fault it was. The Americans sav 
they strictly followed the instructions of 
our general, who, on the other hand, i.s 
sure he- said the very opposite of what 
they did. That end of the line of battle 
was undoubtedly a thorough defeat for 
Us; we lay in a helpless position 
all day, crouching in holes from which 
we could not rise to advance or retreat 
without being immediately shot to pieces, 
and at night we had hard work to re- 
treat, so closely did the enemy press us. 
Had they tried, they could have crept for- 
ward in the dark and raided the foreign 
concession in that quarter, as we had al- 
most no force there to check them. 

On that side, therefore, the day was 
little short of disastrous. We had' clear- 
ed a path to the gate, at a loss of some 
ii00 or 000 all told, when we could have 
done it just as well with lyddite and 
shrapnel with practically no loss. 

Early next morning, July 14, the 
Japanese crept up to the city gate before 
there was light enough for the enemy to 
see. and shattered the huge structure 
with gun-cotton. The brave man who 
carried the explosive could not get the 
electric wire to work, and in desperation, 
fearing the enemy might discover the 
plan before ho had accomplished his 
errand, he ignited the fuse with a match. 

The allies at once advanced' nt the 
double, nnd entered all in a bunch, the 
Chinese flying pell-mell when they found 
the enemy within their gates. Quickly 
the victors climbed up to the top of the 
wall, from which they could dominate 
the whole city, nnd for an hour or so 
rifles were cracking and bullets whizzing 



through all the streets of the city. A 
few of the Chinese tried to keep up the 
fight froni among the houses, but they 
were gradually routed out and summarily 
killed. Nearly half the town was in 
flames or smouldering ruins from the 
shelling of the previous day, and not a 
hundredth part of the ordinary popula- 
tion was to be found. Most had fled gome 
days before to the couutry north and 
west of Tien Tsin. 

It transpires that the man who fired the 
gun-cotton at the gate of Tien-Tsin was 
Sub-Lieutenant Inouye Kenkichi, of the 
Engineers, and that be was not killed, as 
rumor stated.
